Ta ta to Tata

Hundreds of jobs in Northants are at 
risk after steel giants Tata confirmed 
its plans to sell its UK assets. 

Around 500 workers at the Tata plant 
in Corby - which helped make the 
London Eye and the Wembley Arch - 
face an uncertain future after the 


decision on Tuesday night. Tata said 
the decision was made because trad¬ 
ing conditions have ‘rapidly deterio¬ 
rated’ due to a global oversupply of 
steel, cheap imports into Europe, high 
costs and currency volatility. 

The news has caused concern among 
unions and politicians - including the 
leader of Northants County Council, 
Cllr Jim Harker. 


“If jobs are lost, pressures on family 
will grow, which could lead to a bigger 
call on things like social services, 
health etc,” he said. “So it will affect 
the wider community.” 

He added: “We will work with any¬ 
body to influence the Government to 
help out and make sure that tube 
making continues in the town.”

A spokeswoman for 
NCCC said: “Whilst the 
current cash-flow situa¬ 


tion has been stabilised 
- and the club is embark¬ 
ing on the new season 
with confidence - it 
doesn’t provide the long¬ 
term financial security 
that the club requires to 
prosper and grow.” 

As NCCC is constituted 
as a members’ club, a 
new legal framework 
would be established to 
allow extra equity to be 
brought into the organi¬ 
sation. 

The proposal is to allow 
10 to 15 major investors 
to provide a minimum of 
£50,000 each. Existing 
members will also have 
the opportunity to buy 
shares with a minimum 
subscription of £250. 

A new limited company 
will be formed which 


would become the owner 
of NCCC, subject to 
consent of current 
members. 

However, the club said 
there would be ‘an 
entrenched legal provi¬ 
sion’, which effectively 
prevents the ground 
from being developed for 
any non-cricket 

purpose. 

NCCC chairman Gavin 
Warren said: “As a board, 
we are not just 
concerned about this 
year, but next year and 
the year after. 

“Our priority is to 
ensure that the club is 
functioning and pros¬ 
pering in 100 years’ time. 
We feel this proposal 
makes that much more 
likely”

Horrific discovery 
of 19 deer heads

The shocking discovery of 19 severed deer 
heads dumped in a field was made by a horri¬ 
fied passer-by. 

The remains, possibly from fallow deer and 
in varying states of decomposition, were 
found last week in a field off Brampton Lane, 
near to the A508 in Chapel Brampton. 

It is believed the heads had been dumped in 
the field in the past two months and Northants 
Police are now on a hunt for those responsible 
for killing the animals. 

The discovery has also sparked a warning 
from the police force over the sale of illegal 
venison, and they are urging people who have 
been offered cheap venison for sale to get in 
touch. 

Officers are also appealing to people who 
have seen anything suspicious over recent 
weeks in the area where the heads were dis¬ 
covered, to also get in contact. 

A spokesperson for Northants Police said: 
“Restaurant and pub owners are reminded 
they should be able to provide a paper trail to 
show where they sourced their venison if they 
are offering it on their menus and are warned 
against purchasing illegally gained meat from 
poachers. 

“The law states that it is an offence without 
the consent of an authorised person to: 1(a) to 
enter any land in search or pursuit of deer 
with the intention of taking, killing or injuring 
it, or 1(b) while on any land to intentionally: 
take, kill or injure any deer or attempt to do so, 
or search for or pursue deer with such intent, 


or remove the carcass of any deer.” Meanwhile, 
the RSPCA has also been made aware of the 
incident. 

A spokesperson for the charity said: “This 
would have been very distressing for the 
member of the public who found the deer. We 
were made aware of this incident and we are 
currently working with the police to establish 
what happened. 

“Anyone with any further information about 
how these deer died, and how their bodies 
came to be left in this macabre way, should 
contact the police or us in complete confi¬ 
dence on 0300 123 8018.” 

The H&P has made the British Deer Society 
aware of the incident. A spokesperson said: 
“The British Deer Society is grateful to the 
Northants Herald and Post for bringing this 
unfortunate matter to our attention. 

“The Society was established in 1952, with a 
number of objectives all of which were to pro¬ 
mote the wellbeing of the national herds of 
wild deer, to educate the public and provide 
training and information about the six spe¬ 
cies of wild deer in the UK. 

“All members of the Society will be dis¬ 
turbed to read of this matter which reflects 
badly on the law abiding and knowledgeable 
Deer Managers throughout the UK. 

“The various reports which have come to the 
Society’s attention appear to imply that the 
location may possibly have been used as a 
“dumping ground” for the by-products of the 
butchering of illegally taken deer. This is not 
acceptable practice and Trained Hunters are 
made aware of the public health requirements 
to dispose of such materials appropriately.”

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Homeless shelter 
to be town’s first 

“This shelter will provide a 
short-term solution to the 
problem of rough sleeping 
but now all the agencies will 
be working hard to find a 
more permanent answer.” 

The news has been 
welcomed by the leader of the 
opposition Labour group, 
Cllr Danielle Stone. 

However, she feels the 
figure of 25 homeless people 
in the town is in fact double. 

“There is a huge issue with 
homelessness in the town,” 
she said. “It is always under 
reported because the report¬ 
ing criteria is very strict - 
people have to be lying down 
in a doorway before they are 
counted as homeless. So 
homeless people sitting up all 
night chatting don’t get 
counted.” 

Regarding the new shelter, 
she added: “I think it is a 
good step forward but it’s not 
sufficient. We need to stop 
people becoming homeless 
in the first place. We need to 
be building more council 
houses. 

“It is because of benefit 
sanctions and reforms to 
welfare payments, that we 
have got more homeless peo¬ 
ple than we have ever had.”

A new, temporary emergen¬ 
cy shelter will become a first 
when it is set up in a disused 
building to take rough sleep¬ 
ers off the streets. 

The shelter, which will 
become the first of its kind in 
the town, will be in St 
Andrew’s Road, which used 
to be home of the former 
British Rail Social Club. 

And because of its location 
near the site of Northampton 
Castle, the building - which 
has been bought by 
Northampton Borough 
Council - will become part of 
a long-term project to cele¬ 
brate the town’s heritage. 

But in the short-term, the 
authority will use the build¬ 
ing to provide emergency 
overnight shelter for home¬ 
less people - a service which 
is not yet being run in the 
town. 

The only similar service is 
at Oasis House, which is a 
supported housing project 
which requires people to pay 
a small amount of rent. 

Councillor Mary Markham, 
leader of the borough coun¬ 
cil, said: “There are about 25

people regularly sleeping 
rough in Northampton and 
we know from our own staff 
and those from other agen¬ 
cies who work with them reg¬ 
ularly, that a large number of 
them are choosing to live on 
the streets and do not want to 
change. 

“But street sleeping is 
dangerous for those who do it 
and we know that it causes 
public concern. 

“When all the agencies met 
we agreed on one thing above 
all - that living rough is not a 
lifestyle choice we can accept 
or facilitate in Northampton.

Dark cloud hangs 
over ‘steel town’

The future of hundreds of 
workers in the steel town of 
Corby have plunged into 
uncertainty after steel giant 
Tata confirmed its plans to 
sell its UK assets. 

Thousands of jobs in Britain 
- including around 500 at the 
Corby plant - are at risk after 
the company’s decision was 
made at a board meeting at 
its HQ in India on Tuesday 
night. 

In a statement, Tata said the 
decision was made because 
trading conditions have 
‘rapidly deteriorated’ due to a 
global oversupply of steel, 
third country imports into 
Europe, high costs and 
currency volatility. 

The news has sparked a 
shock-wave of concern 


among workers, unions and 
politicians - including the 
Conservative MP for Corby, 
Tom Pursglove, who issued a 
statement on social media. 

He said on Twitter: “The 
news coming out of 
Mumbai in relation 
to the future of 
Tata Steel is very i 
concerning for 
families across 
#CorbyEN. 

“Indeed, yes- ■ 
terday, I spoke ' 
out once again 
about the grave 
challenges - state aid 
rules, energy costs and 
dumping. 

“We need stronger action, 
particularly at the EU level, 
to deal with this uncompeti¬ 
tive, unfair, dumping of steel 
on our market. 

“In light of Tata’s announce¬ 


ment, I have been in contact 
with the Business Secretary, 
stressing everything that can 
be done, must be done. 

“All the options should be 
on the table, and working 
with colleagues, I will 
. do everything I can 
to aid discussions. 
“We simply 
can’t afford to 
I lose our steel 
' industry - for 
national securi¬ 
ty, but also the 
jobs it provides. 

“I will do every¬ 
thing I can to carry on 
the fight and provide any 
news on developments as I 
hear it.”

Top plastic surgeon

If you handed a plastic 
surgeon a piece of paper 
and a pencil and asked 
them to draw an elephant 
they should do it without 
any problem.

Swine flu worry 
after child death

A three-year-old child has 
died from a suspected case of 
swine flu - following a sus¬ 
pected outbreak of the infec¬ 
tion at a nursery in 
Northants. 

The youngster, from Corby, 
died two weeks ago and is 
thought to have attended a 
private nursery - where there 
is thought to have been three 
other cases of the disease. 

Public Health England has 
stressed that no cause of 
death has yet been con¬ 
firmed, but said the victim 
tested positive for flu and 


invasive group A strepto¬ 
coccal infection - which is 
one of several serious bacte¬ 
rial conditions that can 
include pneumonia, sepsis 
and meningitis. 

Health officials have been 
sent to the school to meet 
worried parents due to the 
suspected outbreak at the 
nursery, and a parent of one 
of the sick youngsters at the 
nursery told a national news¬ 
paper that hospital doctors 
confirmed that their one- 
year-old son had the virus. 

The parent told the Sunday 
People: “He has been ill since 
the start of February, with 
swollen tonsils and a runny 
nose. 

“We couldn’t get his tem¬ 
perature down but thought 


he just had a bad cold that 
wasn’t shifting. We were very 
worried and took him to the 
urgent care centre but no one 
seemed to know what was 
wrong so we went to A&E. 

“Tests confirmed swine flu. 
We were taken to a separate 
room for treatment and our 
boy was given Tamiflu.” 

Swine flu, or H1N1, is still a 
relatively new strain of the 
influenza virus, and is highly 
contagious with symptoms 
similar to regular flu includ¬ 
ing fever, fatigue, lack of 
appetite, coughing and a sore 
throat. 

Most people recover in a 
week without treatment but it 
is more dangerous for chil¬ 
dren under two, pregnant 
women and those over 65. 


Shops in illegal workers rap 


Two shops in Northampton which 
were found with illegal workers 
behind the tills - which then led to 
the discovery of ‘smuggled’ goods 
- could have their licence revoked 
this week. 

Kingsley Food and Wine in 
Kingsley Park Terrace and Abington 
Supermarket in Wellingborough 
Road could lose the right to serve 


alcohol or sell tobacco, when both 
cases are put before a licensing 
committee hearing today at the 
Guildhall. 

The cases both relate to a multi¬ 
inspection visit - involving trading 
standards and immigration officers 
- which acted on tip-offs from the 
public and took place at some 
shops in the town on January 29. 


Two of the shops they searched 
- mentioned above - were both 
found to have foreign staff working 
there with expired visas, which 
then led to the discovery of ‘smug¬ 
gled’ tobacco products at both 
stores. 

As a result, Northants Police will 
recommend that both shops have 
their premises licence revoked.

“I do see a big change in 
them from before the opera¬ 
tion to after it. 

“Being a plastic surgeon is 
what I call the three As: 
Availability, Affability and 
Ability. 

“Availability is number one 
followed by affability in the 
sense the patient likes you 
and then ability. 

“I enjoy talking to people 
about the procedure they 
need which puts them at 
ease. 

“A plastic surgeon needs to

Forces merger a step closer 


Plans are being drawn up to com¬ 
bine parts of Northamptonshire, 
Feicestershire and 
Nottinghamshire police forces by 
2020, amid expected continued 
budget cuts. 

Detailed blueprints of what a 
merger of the police forces in 
these three counties would look 


like are being made in an effort to 
‘provide higher quality policing’ 
across these areas ‘at a reduced 
cost’. 

The blueprint will be developed 
by a project team made up of sen¬ 
ior officers and staff from the 
three forces and, if successful, 
the merger - called a ‘strategic 


alliance’ - could be implemented 
by 2020. 

Northants Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam Simmonds 
said the merger could provide 
‘huge benefits’ both in the way 
policing is funded across the 
three counties and the quality of 
the service to local people. 
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A snake in the grass 


An escaped three-foot snake was spotted 
slithering through the garden of a house in 
Northampton. 

The corn snake was seen last Thursday 
wriggling through a front garden in the 
Blackthorn area of town.

However, it appears nobody came for¬ 
ward, and so the family contacted the 
RSPCA, which then sent an officer over to 
collect the snake - later found to be a corn 
snake. 

It is believed the serpent was underweight 
when it was collected by the charity. 

The RSPCA website states that corn 
snakes can bite if under stress or if they 
can smell food - but that they are not 
venomous. 

It also explains that when threatened, 
corn snakes may pull their head back dis¬ 
playing an ‘S’ shaped neck.

Volunteers giving 
libraries a future

Libraries have changed in 
the last five years to the 
degree where they can now 
be described as ‘community 
hubs'. 

Northamptonshire has 
been one of the success 
stories when it comes to 
libraries as it has not closed 
any due to cost cutting exer¬ 
cises but has kept them open 
and transformed the way 
they work. 

This is in direct contrast to 
the 343 libraries which have 
closed across the country and 
the 8,000 library staff which 
have lost their jobs in the past 
six years. 

One of Northamptonshire’s 
plans to keep these facilities 
open was to encourage more 
volunteers to get involved. 

As a result, the number of 
people volunteering at librar¬ 
ies in the county has risen 
from 234 in 2010 to 1,056 in 
2015. 

This increase has been 
down to the way in which 
Northamptonshire County 
Council wanted to make sure 
space at the county’s 36 


libraries was used differently 
and to meet the needs of 
people in the 21st century. 

Cllr Robin Brown, said: “In 
2009 the county council 
wanted to look at measures 
which would make libraries 
more like community hubs 
rather than just a place where 
people borrowed books. 

“In the past, one of the ways 
of reducing costs was to 
reduce labour and then cut 
the hours the libraries were 
open. 

“If we wanted to create a 
community hub we could not 
do this. The only way we 


could go was to create Friends 
of the Libraries where volun¬ 
teers would come on board 
and help maintain the librar¬ 
ies. This has helped create 
children’s areas in the librar¬ 
ies and we have also moved 
the registration services into 
libraries so people are now 
using libraries for different 
reasons.” 

Tomorrow, a new phase will 
begin when libraries start a 
well-being venture with the 
NHS and the University of 
Northampton to give people 
information about stopping 
smoking or weight loss.

Home to a failed prime minister 



Problems in the Middle East 
were the undoing of former Tory 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden. 
He made a serious tactical 
mistake in colluding with 
France and Israel to use military 
force against General Abdel 
Nasser, after the Egyptian leader 
had nationalised the Suez Canal 
in 1956. Eden resigned a year 
later, his reputation in tatters, 
and died in 1977. 

He had challenges in his 
private life too; he was the first 
divorce to move into number 10 
and went on to marry Clarissa 
Spencer-Churchill, whose uncle 
Winston Churchill was Eden’s 
long-time boss. 

Before he became Prime 
Minister, from 1941 to 1952, Eden 
used Binderton House near 
Goodwood Racecourse in West 
Sussex as his country retreat. He 
affectionately labelled it ‘Old 
Binders’ and wrote in his diary 
that he liked the house because 
“it had good rooms which will 
take our furniture and above all, 
lovely countryside”. 

Built in 1677 it was a 
self-contained house when Eden 


bought it but was divided into 
five apartments in the 1980s. A 
ground floor, two-bedroom flat is 
now up for sale at £539,500, 
incorporating the room that was 
Eden’s ballroom. Now a 30ft long 
panelled drawing room it has 
original floors, a corniced 
ceiling, fireplace and window 
bay. 

The grade two listed house, 
which is approached via a long 


gravel driveway, still has a late 
17th century staircase in the 
communal hallway. 

There’s a master bedroom 
with en-suite bathroom, shower 
room and large cellar storage. 
The private garden has a patio 
area with steps leading down to 
landscaped communal gardens.

Die-hard Gooners looking for a 
bolthole would feel right at home 
at the former address of their 
beloved team. 

While Arsenal now play at the 
flashy Emirates stadium, their 
old stomping ground - Highbury 
Stadium - was once graced by 
the likes of club legends Tony 
Adams and Thierry Henry, but 
has since been turned into flats. 

Arsenal built their old ground 
in 1913 and until the move in 
2006, hosted many international 
matches and FA Cup semi-finals 
there, as well as boxing, baseball 
and cricket matches. It was 
where the 1966 World 
Heavyweight boxing title bout 
between Henry Cooper and 
Muhammad Ali took place. 

The local London 
Underground station was even 
renamed Arsenal in 1932, 
making it the only station on the 
network named after a football 
club. 

Famous for its small pitch and 


clock on the southern side of the 
ground, after it closed the club 
auctioned off a lot of the 
stadium’s parts, although a sale 
of the seats was quickly 
cancelled after they were found 
to contain toxic metal cadmium.

Subaru has unveiled the all-new 
2017 Impreza sedan and hatch¬ 
back ahead of the New York 
International Auto Show. 

The first model to be under¬ 
pinned by Subaru’s advanced 
new Global Platform architec¬ 
ture, the new Impreza is engi¬ 
neered to deliver significantly 
higher levels of driving pleasure, 
agility, crash protection and ride 
comfort. 

As before, every Impreza is 
equipped as standard with 
Symmetrical All-Wheel Drive, 
which maximises driving agility, 
stability and traction on all 
surfaces, and gives the car a key 
advantage over front-wheel drive 
competitors.

BMW XI 

Take a look inside... 


The XI, BMW’s most compact 
sports utility vehicle, has been 
quite a success in the UK, with 
nearly 40,000 examples of the 
second generation version finding 
British buyers. 

This MK3 model aims to build 
on that, being bigger, more 
muscular but more efficient. 

The MK2 model XI uses 
BMW’s more efficient generation 
of four-cylinder engines. Plus the 
brand’s intelligent all-wheel-drive 
system, which distributes the 
engine’s power between the front 
and rear axles as the situation 
requires, has been upgraded. 

Most buyers though, will be 
happy with front-wheel-drive. 

BMW promises that its baby 
SUV’s ride and comfort has been 
‘noticeably’ improved and its 
sporting credentials beefed up by 
the increased rigidity of the body 
and chassis. 

Engine-wise, the mainstream 
range offers one petrol option 
and three diesel units, all of which 
are 2.0-litres. 

The standard specification 
is pretty complete, running to 
include BMW’s iDrive operating 
system with its high-resolution 
6.5-inch colour display, a six- 
speaker audio system, plus a 
USB socket. Also standard are 
LED daytime driving lights, an 
automatic tailgate, front foglamps, 


remote-controlled central locking 
and keyless ignition, plus electric 
windows, electrically adjustable 
and heated exterior mirrors and a 
leather steering wheel adjustable 
for height and reach. 

The various ‘xLine’, ‘Sport Line’ 
and ‘M Sport’ trim levels are 
differentiated by different colour 
grilles, side skirts and air intakes, 
as well as by different kinds of 
sports seat. 

To buy this XI in its original 
form, you needed to be sold 
on the idea of a BMW and be 
possessed of a budget not quite 
generous enough to get yourself 
the larger X3 model you’d ideally 
have chosen. In this much 
improved second generation form 
however, this car has set its sights 
a little higher. 

Yes, there are smarter and 
more purposeful-looking SUVs 
and Crossovers you could buy 
for the same kind of money, but 
against those, this BMW offers a 
range of unique selling points. Plus 
you get ride quality that’s arguably 
best in class. 

It all adds up to a car now very 
well worth short-listing if you’re 
looking for a satisfying ownership 
proposition amongst the many 
compact SUVs and Crossovers 
now on sale. It still isn’t an 
obvious choice. But now, it’s one 
you might just enjoy making.

Northampton Saints coach Jim Mallinder 
believes his team are on track after they moved 
back into the Premiership top four with a 29-23 
win over Harlequins last Sunday. 

After a slow start to the season, Saints have 
really built some momentum in recent weeks, 
and secured all five points in this clash thanks to 
tries from Alex Waller, Courtney Lawes, Ben 
Foden and then Harry Mallinder late on. 

That was enough to leapfrog Leicester into 
fourth in the table, and with just four rounds left, 
Saints are well-placed to reach the semi-finals 
once again, although they will be faced with one 
of their toughest challenges of the season on 
Sunday when they face in-form Wasps at the 
Ricoh Arena. 


Mallinder said: “We’re back in the top four and 
that’s where we wanted to get back to.

Tactics-tinkering Northampton boss 
Chris Wilder served up a first-half 
horror show at a soggy Field Mill as 
Town found themselves 2-0 down after 
16 minutes.

Barely 10 minutes had gone of the 
second half before Holmes crashed a 
wicked long range power-whack against 
the Mansfield crossbar. The ball 
appeared to bounce to safety without 
crossing the line but considering it had 
broken the sound barrier, it was impos¬ 
sible to tell.

Chris Clements tested his range 
from the left hand side and nearly 
caught out Smith as it picked up 
speed in the air and nearly dipped 
into the corner. 

Having found the correct trajec¬ 
tory, his next two deliveries from 
virtually the same position result¬ 
ed in identical goals, with Green 


getting his head to the set-pieces 
to give the hosts a 2-0 lead. 

Clements nearly curled home a 
third, and while the game wasn’t 
flush with chances it was littered 
with fouls from both sides. Both 
Marquis and John-Joe O’Toole 
were arguably lucky to escape get¬ 
ting a booking. 

McGuire was less fortunate for 
the hosts, as he was booked for 
chopping down Marquis twice 
and received his marching orders 
from referee Darren Handley. 

Holmes immediately gave Town 
some spark after half time as he 
reacted first to Marquis’ flick on 
and fired straight at Shearer. 

He was then desparately unlucky 


as he struck a thunderbolt from 30 
yards that cannoned off the 
underside of the bar that looked to 
have crossed the line but wasn’t 
given. But he finally found the 
target from the penalty spot. 

James Collins went down in the 
penalty area and Holmes tucked 
away the spot kick, and the come¬ 
back was completed just a few 
moments later when Marquis 
slammed home in a melee in the 
area following Rose’s corner. 

Susbstitute Sam Hoskins should 
have scored a third with his first 
touch after replacing Marquis 
with just over ten minutes left, but 
blazed over one-on-one when he 
had time to compose the finish. 


Wilder admits to his selection mistakes 



Cobblers boss Chris Wilder 
admitted he made a selec¬ 
tion mistake by going 4-3-3 
in the first half at Mansfield, 
but praised his side after 
they came from 2-0 down to 
secure a draw after ringing 
the changes at half-time. 

Wilder ( pictured ) opted for 
the untried formation late 
on, but admitted it back¬ 
fired despite his best inten¬ 
tions to change it upon see¬ 
ing the blustery conditions 
and the rough Field Mill 
pitch. 

He said: “I take full 
responsibility for the first- 


half performance. I changed 
the team pretty late having 
taken a look at the condi¬ 
tions and the pitch and 
thought we’d be better going 
with three in the 
middle. I didn’t get that 
right so I’ll stick my hands 
up. 

“We do things in an honest 
way, and whether it’s pick¬ 
ing a team, making substi¬ 
tutions or signing players, 
we try and do it to the best 
of our ability. Sometimes 
you get it wrong. 

“Having said that, you’ve 
got to defend a little bit 


better from two wide free- 
kicks regardless of what for¬ 
mation it is, so that’s a nega¬ 
tive from our point of view. 

“The positive, apart from 
an unbelievable support in 
the away end, was a fantas¬ 
tic second half performance. 

“We dominated the second 
half and we’ve got a proud 
old record going for us 
having not been beaten 
since the Portsmouth game, 
and they refused to be beat¬ 
en. 

“It’s another point that 
adds to a big total with seven 
games still left.”

Holmes sweet home for Ricky

Ricky Holmes has praised the ‘brilliant 
support’ shown by Northampton Town 
fans - and hopes that they can achieve 
their promotion goal at Sixfields to repay 
their loyalty. 

If Town beat Notts County on Saturday 
then should Accrington Stanley lose to 
Cambridge United and Bristol Rovers fail 
to beat Crawley Town a seven-year exile in 
the bottom tier of the Football League will 
come to an end. 

It’s something Holmes is sure will come 
regardless, but if given the choice would 
like to achieve in front of the Shoe Army 
who he praised for their unwavering back¬ 
ing this year even when the club’s future 
was threatened back in autumn. 

The winger said: “We’d like to do it espe¬ 
cially at Sixfields. I don’t care where it is 
but ideally you want to do it in front of 
your home fans because they’ve been bril¬ 
liant for us all season. 

“They’ve followed us all year and it’s not 
been just when we’re winning. People 
might say ‘it’s because they’re top of the 
league’ but they were there straight from 
the get-go. 

“They are there every home game and 
travel away and the noise never stops. 
Even when we’re 2-0 down they’re cheer¬ 
ing us on. 

“It will be extraordinary once we get that 
‘P’ next to our name, but we can’t get too 
excited yet. But I’m sure it will come and 
when it arrives maybe we can relax for a 
couple of days.” 

In order to get the win needed on 
Saturday they’ll have to perform better 
than they did against Mansfield on Easter 
Monday. 

A lacklustre opening half saw them con¬ 
cede two goals from free kicks inside the 
first 16 minutes at Field Mill, both headed 
home unchallenged by Stags striker Matt 
Green. 

The game mirrored the previous away 
match at Stevenage where Luke Wilkinson 
also headed in twice from set pieces in the 


first half to present Town with a potential 
first defeat of 2016. 

Red cards to opposition players changed 
both games though, and Holmes scored 
key goals in each. The 28-year-old grabbed 
a sensational stoppage time winner away 
at Boro, and in this encounter he convert¬ 
ed the penalty to start the comeback after 
James Collins was pushed down in the 
area. 

Holmes said: “We’re all disappointed in 
there because we thought we had enough 
chances to win it and their keeper has 
made a couple of good saves towards the 
end. 

“But we can’t keep giving teams two- 
goal headstarts because there’s going to 
be a game where you come unstuck and 
get really thumped - and we’re not about 
losing games, we haven’t lost since the 
Portsmouth game in December.” 

Asked why Town seemed to have been 
susceptible to poor starts in the last few 
games, Holmes added: “I wish I could put 
my finger on it exactly, but it’s poor mark¬ 
ing from set-pieces today. 

“It’s a great delivery, you can’t take that 
away from him, but it’s a bit naive on our 
part and I’m sure we’ll be doing work on 
set-pieces this week because they’ve cost 
us lately. But we keep scoring don’t we? So 
once we go back to keeping clean sheets 
we’ll win games again.” 

Holmes will be hoping to be restored to 
the starting line-up for the next game hav¬ 
ing been dropped to the bench in a late 
decision by Chris Wilder, who admitted he 
had made a mistake with his selection for 
the Mansfield game. 

But the Cobblers boss also singled out 
Holmes for his reaction to such news, say¬ 
ing that even if he thought the manager 
was ‘a nugget’ for leaving him out, he 
showed the right response by dragging his 
team back into the game. 

Holmes said: “I want to play every game 
and I missed a large chunk of the season. 
But you’ve got to take everything on the 
chin and come on and prove to the gaffer 
that you’re worth being on the pitch, and 
hopefully I can getback there on Saturday.”
